P hiladelphia, Nov. 4.—Gideon W. 
Mardi, the fugitive president of the 
Tiow defunct Keystone National hank, 
•returned to the city after an absence of 
Keren years and a half and surrendered 
himself to his bondsman, William H. 
Wanamaker. 
Mr. Wanamaker accom­ 
panied Marsh to the office of United 
Slates District Attorney Beck and the 
latter at once turned the fugitive bank 
president over to the custody of the 
TI rnted States marshal to await a hear­ 
ing today. 
Toe closing of the doors of the Key­ 
stone National bank on March 20, 1891, 
caused a profound sensation. 
A ran 
had been made on the bank a few 
months prior to that date, bat the orisis 
was tided over and tho public was 
token by surprise when the failure be­ 
came known. 
Subsequent investiga­ 
tion showed that the bank had been 
practically looted and that there was 
little left for depositors and other cred­ 
itors. 
City Treasurer John Bardsley 
had loaned to the bank several hundred 
thousand dollars of the city fonds and 
on these loans ne had been drawing in­ 
t e r ^ for his individual profit. Bards 
leywas ansated and his trial resulted 
in a sentence of 15 years* imprisonment 
in the Eastern penitentiary, several 
years of which he served. He was 
finally granted a pardon by the state 
board of pardons. 
President M arsh,and Cashier Law­ 
rence were placed under arrest on May 
4, 1891, charged with conspiracy to make 
false entries in the books of the bank 
and the wilful misapplication of its 
funds. 
When arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Bell they were 
held for a hearing on May 15. Both ae- 
cared bondsmen and were released. 
Marsh induced William H. Wanamaker, 
brother of ex-Postmaster General John 
Wanamaker, to enter bail for him, 
which he did in the sam of $20,00i). On 
May ai, the day fixed for a final bear­ 
ing, Lawrence appeared, but Marsh had 
Red. The bail furnished for his appear- 
' alife was forfeited,' and the 
eutire 
amount of $20,ODO was paid to the clerk 
of the United States district court by 
William H. Wanamaker. Since that 
date, it is said Mr. Wanamaker has 
spent $20,000 more to apprehend Marsh 
and bring him to trial. 
Lawrence was 
convicted and sentenced to seven years’ 
imprisonment, which he served, less the 
commutation for good behavior. 
Marsh managed to elude the officers 
of the law who searched the entire 
oqpntry for him aud the detectives who 
were even sent to points in South 
America. Even after the United States 
authorities had abandoned their search 
it was kept up by Marsh’s bondsman, 
bqi without success. 
Wednesday a 
telegram was sent to William H. Wana- 
maker’s office stating that Marsh was at 
the Hotel Waldorf-Astoria, New York 
city, and woald surrender to him in 
Philadelphia Thursday. 
Mr. W ana­ 
maker, who was in £k)&ton, was imme­ 
diate y advit-ed, hurried to New York, 
where it is understood tile fugitive and 
bis bondsman met and Marsn agreed to 
come here aud surrender. 
Marsh said when be left he had with 
h im $1,886, which he had collected j 
Horn two m ends, who owed him that j 
amount. Ile went by a circa)tous route ! 
to Brazil and ailet ward traveled from 
pi Ace to place' all over the world. 
He 
then returned to America and eventu­ 
ally located in the state of Washington. 
in a speech a few weeks ago Senator 
Penrose said it was to the interest of 
Wanamaker that Marsh should not 
come back to Philadelphia. The sena­ 
tor said he had been in commnnioation 
with Marsh aud the latter would prob­ 
ably soon come bade aud tell ail he 
knew about the looting of the bank, 
On Oct. 14 Wanamaker delivered a 
speech at the Academy of Music. He 
tidied the truth of Senator Penrose’s 
statements and called upon him to has­ 
ten the return of Marsh, if the senator 
in any way could do so. He said he 
would like the truth to be told about 
keystone bauk m atters and said none 
could clear up the affair better than 
Marsh himself. 
Mr. Wanamaker further said if his 
foes would bring Marsh back and Marsh 
would tell the truth, he would use his 
utmost endeavors in securing all the 
leniency possible and alter he had tin- 
‘-shed his sentence, he woald aid him in 
^-establishing himself and his family in 
ole. Ile further said he had mends, 
w no would put into the hands of tyuay, 
■ onrose and Andrews, whatever money 
was needed to pay the expenses of 
farsh s return, as they seemed to know 
Whe e he was. 
v A\heu Marsh was asked w hat induced 
to return he answered: 
Mr. Wanamaker's speech at the 
Academy of Music. I read it in the 
newspapers. Yes, it certainly did cause 
^ t o come back. I consummated a de*

Th© desire to proteot my chil­ 


dren and the (nougat tnat my return 
woald revive a state of affairs that 
would be a scandal and most painful to 
i them is the only thing that kept me 
j away. 
Recent developments convinced 
me that the allan s of the bauk had been 
so thoroughly ventilated that my com­ 
ing home would aud very little to the 
publicity of the present state of affairs. 
I then and there decided once for ail 
that I would end an intolerable exist­ 
ence, and here I am .” 
United Staten District Attorney Beck, 
said in the course of an interview {that 
Marsh had returned without any con­ 
dition, promise or understanding what­ 
ever I rom the government. 
Further 
along he said:' 
‘‘I had no intimation that Mr. Marsh 
would return nntil within a few hours 
of his surrender, and even then was 
left in ignorance as to where he was, 
except that he was within reach. I 
know nothing as to this intenr.on or 
purpose in coaling back. 
He has re­ 
turned in time for trial at the next 
term of our district court, which con* 
veiies on me third Monday of Novem­ 
ber, at which time I expect to try him.”

C am p M e a d e, M id d l e t o w n, Pa., Nov. 
4.—Some members of the war investi­ 
gating commission began business at 
the Lochiel hotel with three members 
present—Generals Beaver and Wilson 
aud Captain Howell. They had paid a 
visit to Camp Meade and were shown 
over tin* 
city of tents by General 
Young. 
Captain Frank N. Moore of the Ninth 
Pennsylvania gave testimony concern­ 
ing the condition of things at Chicka­ 
mauga camp. 
Eighty-two 
men of 
Moore’s company were sick at one time 
aud three of his men died from typhoid 
fever, one of whom was his brother. 
He ascribed his death partly to the 
noises at Letter hospital. 
He criticised 
the food supply aud complained of the 
lack of medical supplies. 
He thought 
the water supply and filthy cesspools 
were residual hie for the epidemic of 
typhoid. 
Many days his company only had a 
barrel and a half of water and this had 
to be hauled over four miles. 
Potatoes 
and salt pork were often bad and the 
latter was frequently filled with mag­ 
gots. Moore said that mach of the 
sickness in his company was due to the 
long march at the review by General 
Sanger. The commissary department 
woald not issue disinfectants aud the 
regiment was compeUed to buy what 
medical supplies were not donated by 
the citizens of W ilkesboro. 
Moore 
claimed hogs wallowed in Crawfish 
spring and his men were forbidden to 
use this water. Surface springs sup­ 
plied the regiment with water. 
The brigadier general in command 
woald not allow sinks to be placed the 
proper distance from the tents, because 
he claimed they would encroach upon 
the parade ground too much. 
Sometimes when sinks would over­ 
flow after a rain, the ground woald be 
covered with maggots. 
Moore had a 
poor opinion of the com potency of su­ 
perior officers and said the Sanger re­ 
view included an eight-mile march 
with the thermometer at 115 degrees in 
the sun and the men in heavy marching 
order. He thought the Ninth Pennsyl­ 
vania 
was 
practically drilled 
and 
worked into the epidemic of sickness 
they contracted. 
At the inspection of Camp Meade, 
sinks were examined and questions 
asked as to the sanitary arrangements. 
General Wilson stated that the former 
were fonnd in good condition and well 
located and in apparently good shape. 
The water supply seemed to be very fair 
in quality and ample in quantity.

W a sh in g to n, Nov. 4.—Dr. A. Hart- 
suff, who was chief surgeon of the army 
at Camp Thomas, Chickamauga park, 
trom April 21 uutil July 27 last, was ex­ 
amined by Colonel Deuby of the war in 
vestigating commission concerning the 
conduct of the camp from a medical 
point of view. 
He criticized various 
features in tho management of the 
camp, especially the location of some of 
the regiments. 
“ Do yon,” asked Colonel 
Denby, 
“thiuk the establishment of division 
hospitals a bad policy'” 
“ Very bad as doue,” responded the 
witness. 
“ C ouldn’t yon, as chief m edical offi­ 
cer, nave controled the m a tte r,” he was 
next asked. 
“ No, sir; it was the order of the sec­ 
retary of war, and andor this order no 
regimental hospital could be m ain­ 
tained.” 
He thought this order unfor­ 
tunate, that in carrying it into effect 
the work of caring tor the siok was 
greatly interfered with and that no one 
was benefited by it. 
Dr. Hartsuff also expressed the opin­ 
ion that the water supply of the camp

He was especially interested in those 
transported the previous day from Lex­ 
ington. They were all in good spirits 
aud apparently not unfavorably affected 
by th e frtuiroad journey. The inspec­ 
tion of the camp was thorough. 
The first witness examined wa* Major 
E. F . Hoi burn of the Second Kentucky. 


The death list ot 
his regiment, he stated, was 26, most of

The committee concluded that at first

committee fonnd that the cause for its 
bad condition arose from the fact that 
it was uot intended to be more than a 
temporary hospital, but the siok in­ 
creased so rapidly that it was over­ 
crowd*^. 
Another cause was the in­ 
competency of men detailed from regi­ 
ments for nurses 
The committee found 
unnecessary 
suffering because of lack of tents aud 
of cots, so that the patients were ex­ 
posed to tin' rain and compelled to lay 
on the ground. 
I bis was the fault of 
the quartermaster's department. Re­ 
quisitions were not filled tor trom two 
to ten days and in some instances were 
uot tilled at ail. 
When asked if there 
were many deaths resulting from these 
neglects, he said there was un order 
trom Dr. Hof to Major Smith to scud 
60 of the worst patients to Sternberg 
hospital. Cf these two died in a short 
time after the removal. 
The medical corps was not neglected, 
but was disheartened because of ina­ 
bility to get supplies, medicine and j 
proper nourishment. The witness cited I 
up instance of a thermometer given to ' 
an orderly to tie used for taking the 1 
temperature of 
patients, and when 
asked for it the next day he said he did 
uot know what it was good for and had 
given it away. As instance! of neglect, 
the witness said his committee had 
much testimony that patient! were al­ 
lowed to remain filthy in their beds 
and were actually fly blown. 
This ne­ 
glect was chargeable to the nurses di­ 
rectly. 
A 
in© witness read the statement of 
Major Smith and of Colonel Hof, made 
to his com mi i lee 
The former was a 
scathing arraignment of the ineffi­ 
ciency of the supply department. 
Colonel Hof’s statement before the 
com im lice dealt with a defense of the 
field hospital, which he said was origin­ 
ally m e nded to accommodate 200 sick, 
bat lim sickness increased so rapidly 
and unexpectedly that the supply de­ 
p o n e n t was not able to meet the de­ 
mand. 
tut) witness being asked his own 
opinion about the great amount of sick­ 
ness at Chickamauga, said he thought 
that two-thirds of it was dne to negli­ 
gence of the men themselves. 
The 
witness cited the Eighth and Ninth 
New York regiments, whioh had can­ 
teens, and he said almost the entire 
regiment were stricken by disease. 
This witness also read the statement 
of Captain Charles Price of the Second 
Kentnoky, who told of hearing shrieks 
from the Ninth New York ward and 
found Major Hubbard treating a patient 
brutally. 
The reading was interrupted by the 
appearance of Captain Prioe, and he 
was examined. He testified that on one 
occasion, when he went to the hospital 
to see one of his men, who was ill with 
measles, he was informed that the pa­ 
tient had been detailed to carry water. 
The measles wards were packed, the 
men being wedged in like sardines. 
The same was true of the typhoid and 
malarial wards. The witness, in de­ 
scribing the action of Major Hubbard, 
said that he choked the patient and 
forcibly pressed him down on the cot. 
He then caught the patient's hands aud 
then wrenched them uutil tile poor man 
shrieked with pain. 
At this point the 
witness said to Hubbard: “I do not 
know yon name or your rank, bnt this i 
brutality most stop.” Hubbard did uot 
stop, but said sound hi rig about showing 
a patient howto refuse takiug medicine.

P aris, N ov. 4.—T h e indications 
that tho Spaniards will decline toaooepl 
tin* Americans’ terms today. 
\Vnether they will accompany the re­ 
fusal with a counter proposition has not 
b tm definitely ascertained, thongh thai 
course soma od improbable. Tho result 
will bo that tho commissions will retire 
from coni routing positions nntil one or 
the other shall have reformed its lines 
for the next, mooting, winch will prob­ 
ably occur next week. 
Tho American commissioners have 
felt that the conditions precedent r ai­ 
der tho b m ug go of tho Fhriippiues as 
difficult as tlimr routention. There is, 
for instance, the question of the future 
ut Aguinaldo, his chiefs aud followers. 
tho Philippine leader and his iinine- 
diate associates in the lussareotion ac­ 
cepted exile aud over $690,1)00 at the 
hands of <r>pam as an inducement so 
cease t noir rebellion. 
They went to 
China, but they were brought back to 
the Philippines on board a United 
States warship. 
Aguinaldo received 
from Admiral Dewey several thousand 
stands of arms and wats put ashore as 
an ally of the United Slates in the war 
against Spain. 
i'hu insurgent leader and hts chiefs 
have forfeited their lives. Should the 
United States return the Philippines to 
Spain, Aguinaldo and his fighting fol­ 
lowers must be surrendered to death or 
taken away by the United States, and 
the American commissioners feel that 
transplanting woald boas severe towacd 
them as it would be unpracticable fruit 
the point of view of the United Ste tee. 
Territory to shelter thorn ie felt to be 
necessary. 
They have believed, too, that betes* 
the nations of the world, the United 
States have assumed the higher respon­ 
sibility of the stable control of the en­ 
tire group; aud with a sense of speoifio 
and general obligation, they felt com­ 
pelled 1 1 propose to take over all. 
There arose the pregnant question el 
undesirable neighbors should only Lu­ 
zon be taken. 
Au aggressively dis­ 
posed power might aoqnire Minders, 
which is almost {within cannon shot of 
Luzon, and thus create a most difficult 
situation.

4.—By w ay 
preparation for what may happen at 
meeting of the peace commissioners in 
Pans today, it may be said that the offi­ 
cials here have no idoa that the Spanish 
reply will be un unconditional accept­ 
ance ot our last proposition relating to 
the acquisitum of the Philippines. On 
the other hand they do not expect an 
unequivocal rejection. 
VV nut is likely to occur is that tbs 
Spanish commissioners will come rn 
with a counter proposition, the basis of 
winch probably will be a considerable 
increase in the sum of monoy to bo paid 
to Lie Spanish government for the Phil­ 
ippines. This will open a way to nego­ 
tiations on that subject and inasmuch 
as the commissioners spent about six 
weeks considering the sections of the 
protocol dealing with Cuba aud Porto 
Rico, it is reasonable to believe that at 
least a few days may be properly 
allowed for the discussion of the Phil­ 
ippines. 
in short it may be said that the offi­ 
cials here do not expect a final breach 
of relations between the commissioners 
to occur today, notwithstanding tho 
comments

P hiladelphia, Nov. 4.—Gideon W. 
Marsh, the fugitive president of the 
now defunct Keystone National bank, 
returned to the city after an absenoe of 
(.even years and a half and surrendered 
himself to his bondsman, William H. 
Wanamaker. 
Mr. VYauauiaker accom­ 
pan ied Marsh to the office of United 
Mates District Attorney Beck and the 
latter at once turned the fugitive bank 
president over to the custody of the 
United States marshal to await a hear­ 
ing today. 
Tno closing of the doors of the Key­ 
stone National bauk on March 20, 1891, 
caused a profound sensation. 
A run 
had been made on the bank a few 
m o n t h s prior to that date, but the crisis 
was tided over and the public was 
taken by surprise when the failure be* 
came known. 
Subsequent investiga­ 
tion showed that the bank had been 
practically looted and that there was 
little lef t for depositors and other cred­ 
itors. 
City Treasurer John Bardsley 
bad loaned to the bauk several hundred 
thousand dollars of the city funds and 
on these loans ne had been drawing in* 
tergal for his individual profit. Bards­ 
ley was ansated aud his trial resulted 
in a sentence of 15 years' imprisonment 
• rn the Eastern penitentiary, several 
years of which he served. He was 
finally granted a pardon by the state 
board of pardons. 
President Marsh and Cashier Law 
rence were placed under arrest on May 
4, 1891, charged with conspiracy to make 
false entries in the books of the batik 
and the wilfnl misapplication of its 
funds. 
When arraigned before United 
H lutes Commissioner Bell they were 
held for a hearing on May 15. Both se 
cured bondsmen and were released. 
Marsh induced William B. Wanamaker, 
brother of ex-Postinaster General John 
Wanamaker, to enter hail for him, 
which he (lid In the sum of $2l).00t). On 
May 21, the day fixed for a final hear­ 
ing, Lawrence appeared, but Marsh h.td 
tied. The bail furnished for his appear - 
' unfe was forfeited,* and the 
euchre 
amount of $20,000 was paid to the clerk 
of the United States district oourt by 
William H. Wanamaker. Since that 
date, it is said Mr. Wanamaker has 
«l>eiit $20,000 more to apprehend Marsh 
and bring him to trial. 
Lawrence was 
convicted aud sentenced to seven years’ 
imprisonment, which he served, less the 
commutation for good behavior. 
Marsh managed to elude the officers 
of the law who searched the entire 
country for him aud the detectives who 
were even sent to points in South 
America. Even after the United States 
authorities had abandoned their search 
it was kept up by Marsh's bondsman, 
l>qt without success. 
Wednesday a 
telegram was sent to William H. Wa na- 
maker's office stating that Marsh was at 
the Hotel Waldorf-Astoria, New York 
city, and would surrender to him in 
Philadelphia Thursday. 
Mr. W ana­ 
maker, who was in |ioston, was iwwe- 
thaie y aiivoed, hurried ta New York, 
where it is understood tile fugitive aud 
his bondsman met and Marsii agreed to 
come here and surrender. 
Marsh said when he left he had with 
him $1,886, which he had collected 
from two friends, who owed him that 
amount, lie went by a circuitous route 
to brazil ami afterward traveled from 
pi Ace to place'' all over the world. 
He 
then returned to America and eventu­ 
ally located in the state of Washington. 
lh a speech a few weeks ago Senator 
Penrose said it was to tho interest of 
Wanamaker that Marsh should not 
come back to Philadelphia. The sena­ 
tor said he had been in communication 
with Marsh and the latter would prob­ 
ably soon come ba.k and tell all he 
ii new about the looting of the bank, 
On Oct. 14 Wanamaker delivered a 
speech at the Academy of Music. He 
denied the truth of Senator Penrose’s 
statements and called upon him to has­ 
ten the return of Marsh, if the senator 
in any way could do so. 
He said he 
would like the truth to be told about 
*teystone bank matters and said none 
could clear up the affair better than 
Marsh himself. 
Mr. Wanamaker further said if his 
foes would bring Marsh back and Marsh 
^ould tell the truth, he would use his 


dreu ami toe tnougni tnat my return 
would revive a "tate of affairs that 
would be a scandal and uuv>t painful to 
j them is the only thiug that kept me 
j away. 
Recent developments convinced 
me that the all ans of the bank had been 
so thoroughly ventilated that my oorn- 
iug home would and very little to the 
publicity of the present state of affairs, 
i then and there decided once for ail 
that i would end an intolerable exist­ 
ence, and here I ain.” 
United Staten IHstrict Attorney Beck, 
said in the course ut au interview {that 
Marsh had returned without any con­ 
dition, promise or understanding whate­ 
ver I rom the government. 
F urther 
Along he said: 
” J had no intimation that Mr. Marsh 
would return until within a few hours 
»f his surrender, and even then was 
left in ignorance as to where he was. 
except that he was within reach. I 
know nothing as to this in ten r.ou or 
purpose in coining buck. 
He has re- 
turned in time for trial at the next 
cerin of our district court, which con­ 
venes on the third Monday of Novem- 
t r, at which time I expect to try him.”

Dr. 0. 0. Probst. secretary of the 
"tate board of health, has sent to all 
boards of health of the state a circular 
letter, in whioh he calls special atten­ 
tion to the smallpox situation and Rives 
directions regarding the treatment of 
the disease. 
The first point is that a funeral vac­ 
cination is imperative, and especially 
in those districts where smallpox is 
known to have existed. He says where 
children are too poor to pay they shonld 
be provided with free vaccination by 
the board of education. 
He suggests 
that children shonld be prohibited from 
attending school who are not vacci­ 
nated. 
Chicken pox, he says, shonld 
be 
treated as smallpox where there is any 
doubt as to the disease. A strict quar- 
antine shonld be maintained in all 
places where smallpox has been noted 
and all persons known to have been ex­ 
posed be invaded in the quarantine. 
“Oat of the 160 cases since Jan. I, 
1808, there have been bat three deaths. 
The diseases, however, may assume 
more dangerous proportions now that 
winter is drawing near and every effort 
•honld be made to suppress it.” 
He suggests in his letter some meas­ 
ure that ma? be adopted to prevent the 
spread of the disease. Physicians are 
required to report oases of smallpox 
within 19 hours after the nature of the 
disease has become manifest. In this, 
however, there is no certainty, for most 
of the epidemics within the last IO yean 
have developed owing to an improper 
diagnosis .of the cases, the genuine being 
mistaken for chickenpox. With this in 
view, he says, all rumors should be in* 
v estimated. If the boards have any diffi­ 
culty they are assured that the law allows 
them to send health officers or physicians 
to inspect the house. 
The quarantine, he says, shonld be 
absolute, with guards standing day and 
night, and no one allowed to go in or 
come oat save the attending physician. 
All persons exposed to the patient from 
the time 'he took the first fever should 
be quarantined for 16 days. The pa­ 
tients themselves^ should be quarantined 
until all scaling has ceased. Then before 
they are released they shonld be given a 
good disinfecting bath, with special at­ 
tention being paid to the hair. 
Regarding vaccination, he says that 
members of the family and those who 
have been exposed to the disease should 
be hunted ap and vaccinated. This 
shonld be done soon and if accomplished 
within three days of the last exposure 
will likely prevent the spread of small­ 
pox.

Mr. W anainaker accom­ 
panied Marsh to the office of U nited 
States D istrict Attorney Beck and the 
latter ut once turned the fugitive bank 
president over to the custody of the 
United States marshal to aw ait a hear- 
mg today. 
Toe closing of th e doors of th e K ey­ 
stone N ational bauk on M arch 20, 1891, 
caused a profound sensation. 
A run 
had been m ade on th e b an k a few 
m onths prior to th a t date, but the crisis 
was tided over an d tho public w as 
taken by surprise w hen the failu re be­ 
name know n. 
Subsequent investiga­ 
tion showed that the bauk had been 
practically looted and th a t th e re was 
little left for depositors aud other cred­ 
itors. 
City Treasurer John Bardsley 
had loaned to the bauk several hundred 
thousand dollars of the city funds and 
on these loans lie had been draw ing in ­ 
terest for his individual profit. 
Bards­ 
ley was arrested and his trial resulted 
rn a sentence of 16 years' imprisonm ent 
ui the Eastern penitentiary, several 
years of 
which he served. 
He was 
nnally granted a pardon by the state 
board of pardons. 
President Marsh and Cashier la w ­ 
rence were placed nnder arrest on May 
4, 1891, charged w ith conspiracy to make 
false entries in the books of the bank 
aud the w ilful m isapplication of its 
funds. 
W hen arraigned before U nited 
Blate* Commissioner Bell they were 
held for a hearing on May 16. 
Both se­ 
cured bondsmen 
and were released, 
marsh induced W illiam !!. W anainaker, 
brother of ex-Postm aster General John 
Wanainaker, to enter bail for him, 
which he did in the sum of $20,00i). Ga 
May JI, the day fixed for a final hear­ 
ing, Lawrence appeared, but Marsh h.td 
hid. The bail furnished for his appear­ 
ance was forfeited,* and the 
eutire 
amount of $20,OJO w as paid to the clerk 
of the United States district court by 
William U. 
W anamaker. 
Since that 
dale, it is said Mr. 
W auawaker has 
silent $20,OJO more to apprehend Marsh 
aud bring him to trial. 
Lawrence was
